From Movie to Model! “ 


Ever wonder how LEGO® model designers turn your Favorite STAR WARS” 
vehicles into sets you can build at home? We talked to LEGO product 
designer Jens-Kronvold Frederiksen to get the story behind the X-wing 
Fighter and other great Star Wars models: : 


Q. How long have you been designing LEGO Star Wars models? : 

Jens. I've been working on LEGO Star Wars since 2000. I've been involved in developing most of the models, and have = 
designed about 25 models myself, among them the Geonosian” Fighter, the TIE Bomber”, and the Yoda™ and Darth Maul” sculptures? . 
Q. How does a LEGO Star Wars building set go From “movie to model”? 

A. First we make a sketch model, which takes about a week or so to complete. After that, we build a LOT of versions to make sure that 
everything looks authentic, the functions all work right, the model doesn't fall apart—all those key things that make LEGO models $0 unique 
and spécial. Onee it’s approved by Lucas Licensing, copies are made to use for creating building instructions and packaging, and for 
designing the alternate models. 


Q. How hard is it to create a model based on a Star Wars vehicle? 

A: It depends on how complex the vehicle is. It helps that the design is already given. But sometimes, like in Episode |, 
the vehicles are very reund and organic, and that is difficult to duplicate in‘LEGO elements. Most of the vehicles in the 
classic Star Wars movies, like:the X-wing Fighter”, are more angular and easier to design. 


Q. What reference materials do you use in designing LEGO Star Wars models? 
A. The most essential reference is the movie in which the model appears. We watch all the Star Wars films again and again. And again! We also have 
a lot of books and special access to official reference pictures from.Lucasfilm, Sometimes these reveal hidden details that are hard to see in the movie! 











Jens arid his team are hard at work now designing Future LEGO Star Wars models. Keep building and someday you might be 
a LEGO. model designer too! ~ .
